EXTENSION OF BOUNDARY. 

lfEMOltIAL A'ND JOINT RllSOLUTION for ~he extenaion of the WI!&­
tem Boundary Line of the State of .Iowa to the MiBeouri river. 

Memorial. To the &nate 0IfI.d H0'U88 pf Repre8flntaJli;u88 of the United 
8tata qf America, in Otmgr888 a886mJiled: 

Your· memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of 
Iowa, would respectfuny :r.espresent that the Missouri river 
is the ]llQst natural.and appropriate western boundary for 
the State of Iowa; and that it is highly important to the 
best interests ef said State, 88 it will be to the poople who 
may hereafter Bettle and occupy the delta of land, located 
,between the present western boundary of said State and 
aaid river, that t1ae same should be attaehed to a.nd made a 
part of the State of Iowa, eo that the Missouri river may 
constitute the eailie wes1Jern boundary line· of said State, 
and as a parallel of latitude, (forty-three degrees, thirty 
minutes,) extending from the Mississippi river to the Mis­
souri river, may constitute ilie northern boundary line of 
said State. 

Request. Your memorialists woulQ therefore respectfully ask of 
your honorable bodies, that a law may ·be passed providing 

. for the immediate extinguishment of the Indian title to said 
land, and for its annexation to the State of Iowa. 

Instructions. Resowed, That the Senators ftom this State be instructed, 
and the Representatives be requested, to use their best ex­
ertions to procure the passage of a law, 88 a!!ked for in the 
foregoing memorial, and that the Secretary of State forward

MEMORIAL NO. 2.. 

• FOR G:jUNT OF LANDS 

lIEMORIAL .!lID JOINT RFBOLUTIONS, asking Congrell8 'lor a grant df 
land to aid in the con,struction of a Rail Road, from McGreggor's landing 
on the Mississippi River, to '. point in the Western bollnds of the State 
of Iowa, between Sargeant's Blu1fa, and the north bounds .ofthe State, and 
in ease the bounds of the State be extended to the Missouri River on the 
northwest, said grant to extend to the tMn -w:est bounds of said State. 
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W BEREAS, by 8JI. act of Congress, approved May 15th, Preamble. 

1756, in answer to a memorial of the General Assembly of 
the State of Iowa, a grant of land was made ~o said State, 
to aid in the construction of three several Rail Roads as ap-
plied for in said memorial. And Whereas, one road to .. 
wit: that from McGreggor's landing named in said memo-
rial of the General Assembly, was left out of the said grant, 
and whereas the route of said road from McGreggor's land-
ing would be at least eighty miles north of the most northern. 
of the said roads, provided for in said grant ;-and where-
as it is believed that a great portion of the north western. 
part of the State of Iowa; and the south western portion of 
Minnesota, must remain for a long time unsettled, unless 
encouraged by Rail Road facilities; and whereas it is be-
lieved that the granting of alternate sections to the State 
under proper restrictions for the purpose of aiding in the 
constru.ction of all practicable Rail Roads ill the State, 'hae 
a direct tendency to promote not only the best interests 
of the State, but of the General Government; therefore, 

Reloked, 7Yy the General A89em1Jly of the State of Iowa, Instl'llctiou. 

That our Senators be instructed, and Representatives in 
Cengreaa be' requested to procure the passage of a law grant­
ing to the State of Iowa, the aiternate sections of land along 
the line of the proposed road, to an equal extent, under like 
privileges and restrictions with the grant made to the said 
other roads by said act of May 15th, 1856, to wit: 

Commencing at McGreggor's landing on the Mississippi, McGregor's to
